1 ■ TIio Social Evil. 

To tuk Editor: — -I venture tlio opinion 
tliftt iu the unuorruptt'd fountain of thu pub- 
lio conscience there will be n feeling that 
there \h something radically wrong find doc- 
trinally unsound in the position taken ed- 
itorially by the Post, in Friday's issue. The 
repugnance whioh is felt upon reading such 
continental theories, however honestly ami 
innocently advanced, is itself an instinctive 
protest against their nnuuturalneas. 

The writer starts out with the assertion 
that this evil is "a natural concomitant of 
civilization." If the term constant or 
habitual had been used instead of natural 
it would have been in a modified sense, his- 
torically correct. To affirm that to be 
natural, which violates everything sacred in 
nature and sentiment, is a contradiction 
which cannot bo harmonized. The writer 
unwittingly gets into confusion for want of 
another discrimination. If, instead of say- 
ing that the evil itself is a necessary one, 
he had said that the possibility of it is 
necessary, and inseparable from humanity 
in this world, lie would havo laid down a 
great truth of human freedom, and would 
have kept his disonssion untrammelled by 
false premises. It is possible to do wrong, 
but not necessary. Anything that is neces- 
sary cannot bo morally wrong. To do 
wrong is not evil merely, it is criminal. The 
social evil, is, properlj speaking, the ho 
cial vice. 

Evil may be tolerated, restrained, aven 
regulated; thu only lawful treatment of vice 
is suppression. 

It will at once be seen that the editorial 
referred to overlooks this aspect of the 
ipiestion altogether, and yet this is the es- 
sential aspect. Its theory grows out of its 
fundamental assumptions, but its assump- 
tions are false, its generalizations ine >m- 
pkite; and all break down before" drsmic- 
tive facts, and a rigid humane application. 
Supposd the'advocate.or this theory, with its 
principle" 'of ; liceii.<id""aiid regulation could 
perflllfide the authorities to set apart a par 
tictilar Weality iii the' city for "these crea- 
tures" usho-6iills thoirij from whenie is the 
supply demanded for- the gratification of 
male lust to. bet recruited?, Go and ask the 
victims of mans inhumanity to woman, 
whence and 'how' they 'came 'to' lie where 
they are. i I venture, the recital would l.e 
almost too heart-rending to hear. What, 
then, must the experience be to bear? Arc 
not these the sisters and daughters of tnic 
families? The charge against this theory of 
regulation is its sheer, cold, calculating in- 
humanity.. The effort to regulate is applied 
to women only, and not to the men, who 
are the patners of their guilt. Therepres- 
uion system, on the other hand, starts with 
a righteous view of the matter, and deals 
with the practice in both sexes alike, and on 
the jground of Christian morality.,. In its 
last analysis, it reposes on conscience, ami 
on a conscience which recognizes the dis- 
tinction between an evil and a vice. Its 
demand is that the law of purity shall bens 
sternly applied to man as it is to women. 
The social conscience must be k,'-it up to 
the point when it is felt as an actual re- 
straint upon the passions and practices of 
man. Who can doubt that this great 
nameless crime, which is eating out the vir- 
tue of our city, is, at bottom, solely the 
crime of. mail? Do we not know that not 
one girl in ten thousand ever deliberately 
seeks a life of licentiousness? They are 
mostly led on towards the abyss under the 
most sacred promises, aud often after long 
and artful persuasions by men of devilish 
motives, and then kicked into the gutter, 
whilst-tUeir destroyers go free, and "one 
soft! suffers for the guilt of two." 

We must leave for anothor time the con- 
sideration of other fallacies of the Post's 
editorial, and especially its comparison be- 
tween the continental and English systems.

QUARANTINE. 

The steamship Mexico has been de- 
tained off this port for more than three 
days although it has been ascertained that 
there is not a single caao of aicknoas on 
board. It is said that over three hundred 
peoplo, all in ordinary health, are to be 
confined to the ship for 21 days. Innumer- 
able, business transactions will bo inter- 
fered with; freight will be detained to the 
great inconvenience of consignees, and all 
this for no reasonable cause. It now be- 
comes a serious question whether the de 
tention of the vessel under the circum- 
stances is legal. Wo have come to the 
conclusion that under the English Act it 
is not. The conditions imposed upon the 
Mexico are perhaps in accordance with 
the ancient laws with regard to quaran- 
tine which wore made centuries ago when 
the "plague" was making such terrible 
ravages in Europe and Asia. The pre- 
cautions taken against that dread disease 
wore of the most stringent kind, and with 
the circumscribed knowledge and fantas- 
tic ideas of that age they wero applied to. 
other infectious diseases as well. It was 
not until the fifth decade of the present 
century that the laws regulating quaran- 
tine were modified and freed from the ex- 
aggerated conditions which had proved 
such a hindrance to commerce. Under 
the present system in England the quar- 
antine law has no medical signification. 
We quote from the latest edition of 
Quain a Dictionary of Medicine the fol- 
lowing: "It ia practiced and that only to 
a limited extent, solely with a view of re- 
lieving our maritime commerce from dis- 
abilities which would else be imposed 
upon it by other countries in which quar- 
antine is considered an essential part of 
the public health administration. * * * * 
The Quarantine Act provides for land 
quarantine and the quarantine of inland 
waters as well as for maritime quarantine 
— internal and external quarantines, so to 
speak. It does not appear that inland 
quarantine has ever been enforced in this 
country (England) since the acl was passed. 

Maritime quarantine nluiic has boon prac 
ticed and this lias been applied to three 
diseases only, all of them infectious dis- 
eases of foreign origin, namely, plague, 
cholera and yellow fever. Infectious dis- 
eases habitually current in this country, 
such as small pox, scarlet fever, etc., have 
always been in practice exempt from quar- 
antine and dealt with under the general 
sanitary law of the kingdom." The sani- 
tary law of course provides that when any 
infectious disease ia discovered on a vessel 
thoso suffering from the disease are to be re- 
moved to hospitals prepared tor such cases 
while the healthy on board can only be de- 
tained "for such a length of time as admits 
of their state of health being determined by 
medical examination." It provides for the 
detention of the vessel only so long as is 
necessary for dealing with the nick, (if any) 
and for carrying out the processes of disin- 
fection. From the regulations here pre- 
scribed we are sure that the detention of a 
vessel under the circumstances surrounding 
this case of the Mexico, would be consider- 
ed preposterous in England, fur there has 
not been the slightest appearance of any in- 
fectious disease on the Mexico during the 
voyage or since her arrival. The authority 
above quoted further says in regard to the 
quarantine of vessels infected with cholera; 
"These rules affect only such ships as have 
beeii ascertained to be, or as there is rea- 
sonable grounds to suspect of being 
infected with cholerx: no vessel being 
deemed infected unless there has been ac- 
tual occurrence of cholera on boird in the 
course of the voyage." Speaking of the 
measures to bo adopted by inspectors, the 
law says that the "same provision extends 
to shipping — any ship or vessel lying in 
any river, harbor or other water, within the 
district of a sanitary authority, in the Baine 
manner as if it were a house within such 
district." Now, certainly no house would 
be quarantined which had no more sign of 
smallpox than the suspicion that attaches to 
the Mexico. The detention of the Mexico, 
without a single case of the disease mani- 
fest, is not in accordance with the quaran- 
tine laws; but without proper buildings and 
stations mistakes of the kind will constant- 
ly arise to the serious injury of private aud 
public interests. If the necessary buildings 
were hero the ship need not have been de- 
tained after fumigation ; but without 
buildings the ease becomes one of peculiar 
hardship. 

11 UN RE A LIZED EXP FATA TIONS, " 

Under this heading our now evening 
contemporary, the Tunes, discusses the 
Settlement Bill in its relation to the local 
and federal governments. Our contem- 
porary begins by saying that the public an- 
ticipations formed on the passage 
of the Settlement Bill have bean "dashed 
to atoms," "fur at no time in the history 
of the province, for years back, has trade 
in general been so stagnant as at present." 
The truth of this assertion we deny. The 
Times — a resident of but two weeks in 
the province — has been misled. Had he 
been in tliecountry two years ago h"e would 
have hesitated to make a statement which 
cannot be sustained — which, indeed, can 
be easily refuted. T.vo years ago there 
wero few, if any, new buildings in course 
of construction in Victoria; no surveys 
going on in any part of the country scarce- 
ly any immigrants arriving; hardly any in- 
quiry for farming lands. The railway bolt 
on the island was withdrawn from pur- 
chase or pre-emption, and on the mainland 
there seemed not the slightest hope of re- 
moving the embargo from the public 
lands. The drydock was being carried on 
by day's work at the expense of the pro- 
vince, and was rapidly absorbing the pub- 
lic monies that should have been devoted 
to the construction of roads and the im- 
provement and development of the coun- 
try at large. The Times dues not refer to 
the condition of things at that period. Per- 
haps it is not aware that it existed; but it 
ought to and does know that the railway 
belt oh tho island is open to purchase at 
the nominal rato of $1 per acre — §1.50 per 
acre less than railway lands are held in 
tho northwest territory. If he had in- 
quired he would have been told that two 
years ago thore was no necessity fur immi- 
gration agents, because scarcely any imm - 
grants came; that business was at, a stand- 
still; that tho "Moating palaces" ho refers 
to ub running now nearly empty did not 
then run at all, and that trips which are 
now made daily wero then made but twice 
a week. Hu would bo told that wages 
wore low, work scarco and scoren of houses 
and stores unoccupied. In fact, it would 
have bean difficult to conjuro up 
a more realistic picture of the De- 
serted Village that Goldsmith wrote about 
than thia town presented. That times are 
Vt..tiot as good as wo had reason to expect 
' ' havo been the case hud the terms 
. the Settlement bill been adhered to by 



the Dominion government is not disputed. 
But they are 500 por cent, better than 
they wero when tho last general election 
took placo. The policy of the local gov- 
ernment is a good and wise one. It has 
securod the Island railway, and is peopling 
the country. The Dominion government 
has mado a default in tho matter of tho 
drydock and the mainland railway lands; 
but so far from this government being (as 
the Times alleges) *' extremely weak," it 
will be found that it is powerful enough 
to cope with any crisis that may arise in 
its relations with the Duminiou govern- 
ment. At this moment there is a wave of 
financial disaster sweeping over tho whole 
world. In Europe nearly every interest 
is at a stand. In the United '-States some 
of tho greatest capitalists and oldest houses 
have been submerged. In Canada tho 
workshops are idle, and business men "go 
about tho streets." Coming nearer homo, 
what is tho condition of Sun Francisco, 
Portland, Tacoma, Seattle, to-day, com- 
pared with their prosperity a year ago ( 
And yet tho Times would fain have us be- 
lieve that because trade is dull (tempora- 
rily, it is to be hoped), in the province, 
tho dullness is duo to tho policy of tho local 
government I Are we, then, to attribute 
the dullness north, south, east and west of 
us to tho policy of the local government ! 
Ought we not rather to take a wider and 
larger view of the situation, and say that 
matters would have been ten times worse 
than they are in Victoria to-day had the 
policy of tho late government been 
adhered to 1

The murderer is a young 
farmer, '28 years old, who lived alone, lie 
was of a nervous and somewhat supersti- 
tious temperament, and boys and young 
men of the nesghborhood were in the 
habit of annoying him by frequenting his 
house as " ghosts." Aggart became so 
exasperated that he resolved to punish his 
persecutor."., and last night secreted him 
self by the roadside armed with an axe. 
Poor Mrs. MoUaddon, it seems, came 
along with a shawl over head, aud Aggart, 
believing it to bo one of his tormentors, 
at once attacked tho woman, inflicting 
three blows with tho ax'o, any one of 
which would, it is said, have been suffi- 
cient to have caused her death. Aggart 
at once wont to a neighbor's house and 
requested all present to oome and see tho 
" ghost " that he had killed. The woman 
was dead when picked up. Aggart was at 
once arrested. This afternoon the coroner 
hold an inquest. It was shown in evi- 
dence that tho prisoner had said he had 
repeatedly heard noises and attributed 
them to ghosts, and on the evening of tho 
murder he had heard the noises repeated. 
On going out he saw tho deceased, and 
immediately struck her with his axo aud 
killed hor. The fathor of the prisoner 
testified that he had heard unaccountable 
noises in his son's house. 

The verdict of the jury was that Mrs. 
McCadden came to her death on tho even- 
ing of June 11th, LHS-t, in the township 
of Finch, from blows uf an axe in tho 
hands of Thomas Aggart. Aggart was 
committed to Cornwall for trial. The 
prisoner had previously borne a good 
character, aud was looked upon as a quiet 
and inoffensive young man.

Parties east of 
Toronto became dissatisfied with the man- 
agement of tho society lately, and several 
policy-holders claim that numerous assess- 
ments collected were never paid out by the 
Webbers. J. Hulefl, of Napauee, ac- 
companied by Chief McKinnon, of Belle- 
ville, and several victims of the M. M. A. 
A., arrived in town last night, aud war- 
rants were ifisued at their instance. The 
Webbers were in the police court this 
morning, but the case was adjourned for 2-1 
hours. 

Bkllkville, June 12, — The arrest in 
Hamilton of the Vice-President and the 
Treasurer of tho Marriage Aid Association 
of Canada, on it warrant issued here and 
executed by Chief McKinnon, blw caused a 
great deal of excitement.

A. C. Elliott, Superintendent Roycroft, 
and one or more constables tu the locality 
where tho tragedy occurred to take stops 
for securing the murderer.

THE EUKOPEAX OUTLOOK. 

Gladstone's Peculiar Entangle- 
moms.— -Gossip About 
Crowned Heads. 



New York, June 15 — A cable special 
from London of Juno 14th aays: The Em- 
peror William, during his stay at Etna, 
makes every effort to appear to be in sub- 
stantial health. Ho walks out frequently 
in public, but his strength is apparently 
feeble and his constitution is visibly im- 
paired. Ho will remain at Ems twenty 
days. From Ems tho Kaisor goes to 
Hainan 

rivalry between oermany and enuland 
It is reported that Bismarck has deter- 
mined to combine tho new colonial station 
at Angra Pequena with tlju German set- 
tlement already established at tho mouth 
of tho Congo, with a view of concentrating 
and solidifying German influence on the 
west coast of Africa. Conflicts between 
Germany and English fishermen in the de- 
puted waters of the No th soa continue to 
be of daily occurrenoj and are causing 
some irritation at Berlin and London. 
an alliance of ancient enemies. 
Waddington, the French Embassador 
to London, has had a long private confer- 
ence with Gladstone. The fact caused 
much speculation in newspaper circles 
and extraordinary efforts were made to 
ascertain what occurred. It has been 
learned from good authority that at least 
one thing was decided on. It was agreed 
that Gladstone and Ferry should make 
similar and simultaneous statements, the 
former to tho house of commons and the 
latter to the French Chambers, concern- 
ing the mutual understanding of their re- 
spective governments in tho coming con- 
ference of the Powers upon tho Egyptian 
question. It was decided to make thoae 
statements either on Tuesday or Friday of 
next week. In an interview immediately 
aftor the consultation with Gladstone, 
Waddington deplored the hostile attitude 
of tho English press towards the conces- 
sions to France. The bitterness of Eng- 
lish criticisms, ho believed, would have a 
tendency to provoke retaliation from the 
French presa and produce a ataco of un- 
friendliness between the two peoples 
which might result in weakening both 
Ferry and Gladstone, and in jeopardizing 
tho aucceas of their work. There oan bo 
no doubt public opinion in England is 
bitterly hostile to any arrangement with 
France, because Englishmen generally be- 
liove it was secured by concessions doro- 
gatory to (he national honor and prestige 
of England. 

BITTERNESS OF FRENCH FEELING. 

On the other hand tho French people 
are equally opposed to the arrangement, 
because they believe that France did not 
obtain enough as tho price of her alliance. 
In the rural districts of France the belief 
is growing that Gladstone practically out- 
witted tho French cabinet and secured an 
alliance for conference purposes which is 
oortain to bo resented by Germany and to 
bring ne»v troubles upon the republic. The 
belief is being energetically stimulated by 
Ferry's enemies and is finding robust ex- 
pression in the provincial press. 

GLADSTONE RALLYING HIS SUPPORTERS. 

The seriousness of England's politi- 
cal situation, especially since the confirma- 
tion of the terrible news from Berber, may 
be inferred from the fact that Gladstone 
spent the greater part of this evening in 
personal efforts to reach by telegraph 
every one of his supporters in tho house at 
present abroad and induce them to return 
to London at onco for the purpose of be- 
ing present at next week's threatened 
stormy debate. 

POVERTY .STRICKEN EXILES. 

A sensation has bo. n catiiied in Cracow, 
in Austrian Galicia.by stories of tho hard- 
ships and destitution endured ir. tho Unit- 
ed States by a number of peasant Pulish 
families who havo just returned to their 
homo.i. They wore unable, they say, to 
reach their destination in the United 
States and were onabled to get back by 
charity only. Tho returned emigrants as- 
sert that there aro in the United States 
over 4,000 Galtcians utterly destitute and 
unable to get out of their miserable sur- 
roundings. 

A BAD BLOW TO WOMAN SUFFRAGE. 

The overwhelming majority by which 
the proposition to extend the suffrage to 
female houaeholdors was rejected by tho 
house of commons has caused the leaders 



of tho woman suffrage movoinent to re- 
consider their determination to refuse 
payment of taxes pending the extension of 
the franchise to women. 

j. PERSONAL GOSSIP. 

Mr. Jephson, lately private secretary to 
Earl Spencer, has just married one of the 
richest heiresses in Ireland. Tho lady was 
Miss Reiss, and her present income is 
£20,000, which will bo increased to t'UOO,- 
0U0 oer year on the death of her father. 
Jephson, though of humble birth, ia a 
handsome and popular society man and 
no one begrudges him his good fortune. 

There is more trouble ahead for William 
O'Brien, member of Parliament, the pug- 
nacious editor of United Ireland. The 
crown solicitor, George B. Bollen, who is 
sueing him for £30,000 for libel, has ap- 
plied for an attachment on his person on 
the same grounds that one was recently 
isaued in tho similar suit to Secretary 
Cornwall, of tho Irish poatoflico depart- 
ment. O'Brion is, however, as defiant as 
ever, and the nationalists are encouraging 
him to continue his crusade against the 
castle officials by raising a fund to defray 
tho costs of his defense. 

A MINISTERIAL CRISIS. 

The Tribune's London cablegram says: j 
Rumors of an imminent ministerial crisis 
have prevailed during tho week. It is 
difficult to find a basis for them. Most 
of these rumors were rife Wednesday 
evening at Mrs. Gladstone's party horo. 
The brilliant company eagerly discussed 
the probabilities of th efall of the minister 
undor whoso roof they stood. The gen- 
eral public takes mattors more easily since 
Gladstone's explicit pledge that Monday 
the House of Commons should have an 
opportunity for pronouncing judgment on 
the arrangement with France, before any- 
thing ia concluded binding the country. 

The Pall Mall Gazetto continues to 
publish startling accounts of the basis 
of agreement, which the ministerial 
journals very industriously contradict. 
1' it is neodlesa to repeat the 
(Vails, but everybody agrees if the 
ministry propose multiple control, in 
addition to a loan, the HouBeof Commons 
will refuse its sanction. Gladstone's 
friends claim that he ia perfectly aware of 
tho gravity of the occasion and ia prepar- 
ing a defense, which may be the last 
speech he ever delivers in the house, and 
will probably occupy two or three hours. 
In the event ot a hostile vote he will not 
resign, but will dissolve parliament, 
though one member of Mie cabinet assarts 
that the immediate resignation of the 
ministry will then bo probable. Both 
parties are busily prepaiing for the gen- 
eral election. Meanwhile from Egypt is 
telegraphed nothing but bad iiowb. 

t nuTT ini'TiT season: 

The Sim's Loudon cable says: The so- 
cial season is still very dull, all tho big 
houseH, exoept those of politicians, being 
closed. Out of doors, however, there is 
much enjoyment, notwithstanding the 
complete absence of royalty and the 
Queen's hostility. The Ascot meeting was 
very brilliant, and among the most prom- 
inent figures, especially in the work of at- 
tending to the wants of tho ladies, was the 
Home Secretary, who, though married, 
elderly and bulky, has a weakness for 
"mashing." Two detectives superintend 
him.

(Per Northern Pacific Railway.) 

PlCTONj June 10. — Joseph Tompsott and 
George Lowiler were handed this morning 
in the presence of reporters and oflicials 
for the murder of Peter Lazier in Decem- 
ber last. The condemned men slept well 
hist night and ato a hearty hreakfast this 
morning. On the gallows they wero asked 
if thev had anything to say. Tonipautt 
maintained strict silence, hut Lowder 
prayed aloud, sobbing continually and 
denying the crime- to the ond. Both died 
a few minutes after the drop foil. 

WubTnipeo, June li.*— The local bar al- 
most unanimously condemn the appoint- 
ment to the vacant judgeship. Mr. (Smith 
is personally unknown to all but a few. A 
strong feeling exists that a Manitoba law- 
yer should have received the appointment 
and against the principle .of rewarding 
eastern tory partisans with oilices hero. 

Building operations now in progress in 
Winnipeg involve an expenditure of over 
§500, 000. The sumo buildings two years 
ago would have cost a million. 

BhaN&C-Iid, June 11. — Mr. P. R. Lind- 
loy, clerk in the Bank of British North 
America, was found lying dead in Ilia bed 
at the Kirby Hotel at about 11 o'clock 
this morning. Mr. Lindloy had been 
somewhat unwell for the past two or three 
weeks, but he was able to gut around, and 
at the time of his death ho had partially 
finished dressing, preparatory to going out. 
The deceased arrived in Canada from Eng- 
land but four weeks ago. Appoplexy was 
the cause of his sudden decease. 

Ottawa, Juno 11. — Colonel Middleton, 
the new commander of the Canadian mili- 
tia, sails from England on the 3d of July. 

Rev. Mr. Cameron, of Winnipeg, now 
here, is credited with saying the Manito- 
bans are thoroughly in earnest in asking 
better terms; that Winnipeg is still sutfer- 
iug from depression, but that good pros- 
pects inuke the merchants hopeful. 

Halifax, June 11.— Leading politicians 
of both sides in Cumberland county have 
coino to a compromise relative to the ap- 
proaching elections in that county. They 
have agreed that Mr. Charles J. Tuwu- 
shond be elected to the commons without 
opposition, and Thomas Hlack of Amherst, 
a supporter of the local government, be 
elected without opposition to the seat va- 
cated in the house of assembly by Town- 
shend. 

Kingston, .June 10. — An attempt was 
made last night to wreck the west-bound 
express a mile east of this station. Two 
ties had been placed on the track. For- 
tunately the cow-catcher pushed the ob- 
struction aside, and the train escaped. 
Plunder is believed to have been the 
object. 

Montreal, June ii. — Hasweii & Co., 
wholesale druggists, have assigned. The 
liabilities are probably §100,000, but they 
are not definitely known. Cue member 
of the firm died a few days ago. 

Tho Corean Mills Silk Company has 
gene into liquidation. The liabilities are 
estimated at 8100,000. The company is 
expected to pay one hundred cents on the 
dollar. 

Mkrrickville, Juno 10. — Win. Boyle 
was killed by a bursting emery wheel in 
the Malleable foundry this morning. 

Wlnnipeo, Juno 11. — The losses by 
yesterday's fire will not exceed §35,000. 
Many attribute the origin of tho firo to 
incendiarism, but the general impression ; 
is that it was caused by boys playing with 
matches. 

Quebec. June 9.— The deadiock which i 
has existed for some days in the Quebec 
assembly, arising from the efforts of the 
government to choke off the investigation 
into the charges against .Judge Mousseau, 
and the determination of the opposition 
to prevent prorogation until they ob- 
tained guarantees that the close of 
the session would not cut short the in- 
quiry, came to a termination to-night, the 
government yielding all tho disputed 
points to the opposition leader, and intro- 
ducing a bill, which was immediately put 
through all its stages, constituting the 
actual committee of inquiry special com- 
missioners with fidl powers to.continue the 
investigation after prorogation, which is 
now expected to take place to-morrow, 
after a sitting of eleven weeks. 

Judge Mouaseau has perfectly recovered 
from his late apoplectic attack. 

It is announced that Lieut. -Governor 
Robitaille has purchased a private resi- 
dence in town, thij circumstance being 
regarded as an indication that he is not 
going to got a second term. 

' Orilla. Out., June 11.— David Hamil- 
ton, of Longford, was shot hero yesterday 
by a Toronto private detective while the 
lattor was in the discharge of his duty. 

Quid, June 11. — A man named James 
Arniitago was shot in a row yesterday 
morning about, eight miles from here by n 
party named' Thomas Woolsey. The ball 
entered below tile neck. The wounded 
man is not expected to recover. 

Ottawa, June 12. — The shooting affray 
that occurred at Quio yesterday morning 
has terminated fatally, the victim Arini- 
tage having died this morning. Woolsey, 
a neighbor of Armilage,who did the shoot- 
ing, has fled. 

Ottawa, June 12. — Mr. Van Home re- 
ports work progressing rapidly on tho 
Canada 1'acific railway in the Rockies. 
He expects to leave Montreal for Toronto 
by the Ontario and Quebec railway to- 
morrow night to inspect the road care- 
fully before it is opened to the public. 

Kinustos, June 11. — The 1'ictou hang- 
man is resident of Kingston. He re- 
turned this morning and got a hot recep- 
tion. The peoule are so incensed at his 
bungling that his life in this city will be 
made intolerable. On Sunday he attend- 
ed a meeting of tho Salvation Army. 

Tho four-year-old daughter of George 
Hadden was drowned in a well last night. 

Palermo, .lone 11. — The Rev. A. 
Banny, incumbent of St. Luke's, Palermo, 
met with an accident on Tuesday, 10th 
inst., which almost proved fatal. At 
Bronte Station he took tho back seat of 
the stage, which, not being fastened, 
threw him backward to the ground on Ins 
head, the seat falling on him. He is 
doing well under medical treatment. The 
rev. gentleman recently returned from 
Guelph, where he had received priest's 
orders on the preceding Sunday.
